from the Defence Budget. Eighty per cent of the totalmoney thus collected 
will be distributed to the States on the basis of the strength of the recruits 
from each State and the balance kept as reserve at the Centre. The new 
fund will be generally utilised for the same objects as the State Post-war 
Reconstruction Fund is utilised . The State Government have to contribute 
to the fund. an amount equal to the State s share from the contribution of 
the Defence Budget.

(a ) “ Fund ” means the Special Fund for Reconstruction and Rehabili 

tation of Ex-servicemen , 
(b ) “ Ex -Serviceman " means any person who has been released from th 

Armed Forces after having served in any rank or as non -combatan 

( Enrolled ). 
(c ) Dependent" , means wife , non -earning sons below the age 

21 years, unmarried or widowed daughters, non -earning brother 
below the age of 21 years and unmarried sisters, actually depender 
on an Ex-serviceman ; and such relations of deceased Ex -serviceme 

who are dependent on him . 
( 2) Obj· cts of the Fund : -- The objects of the Fund are : 
(i) to award stipends to Ex- servicemen for technical,manageria 

vocational or agricultural training at recognised training inst 

tutions ; 
(ii ) to sanction grants or loans to Co-operative Societies or othe 

Associations of Ex -servicemen for schemes and projects of resettle 
ment, e. g . horticulture, animal husbandry , industry , transpor 

etc.. 
( iii ) to sanction scholarships/grants to dependents of ex-servicemen fo 

higher studies in India beyond high school or higher secondar 
stage in technical/vocational/agricultural education . 
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(iv) to sanction expenditure on special measures of collective nature 

for the maintenance of old and destitute Ex-servicemen and /or 

widows of Ex- servicemen . 
(v ) to grant loans to individual Ex -servicemen for starting industries 

or business undertakings. 
(vi) to do all other things to promote measures for the benefit of Ex 

servicemen and their dependents. 
(3) Asseis of theFund :-(a) The Fund will be constituted with (i) Stites 
share of the initial contribution from the National Defence Fund ; 

(ii ) State s share of the initial contribution from the Defence Budget 

of the Central Government and 
( iii ) the contribution from the State Government. 
(b ) The assets of the Fund at any time shall include in addition to the 

above : 
(i) further contributions to the Fund from the National Defence 

Fard or from the Central Government ; 
( ii) contributions received from the State Governments from time 

to time; 
( iii ) any other donations or voluntary endowments which may be 

received ; and 
( iv ) income from the assets of the Fund. 

( +) Vesting of assets :-The assets of the Fund shall be vested in the 
Treasurer of Charitable Endowments of the State. 

(5 ) Management : -The Treasurer of Charitable Endowments shall not 
act in themanagement or administration of the Fund but subject to any 
general or special directions given by the CentralGovernment, such manage 
ment and administration shall be vested in , and rest with , State Managing 
Committee . 

(6 ) State Managing Committee : -- For the management and adminisiration 
of the State Funds, subject to the Generalpolicy and directions of the Central 
Managing Committee nich will inter alia specify the types of schemes which 
will qualify for grants and loans from the Fund , State Managing Committee 
shall be constituted . Such Committee shall consist of : 
1. Governor 

Chairman . 
2. General Officer Commanding in Chief of the Army Vice 

Command or a Senior Army Officer of or above Chairman . 
the rank of Major General deputed by him as 
his representative or an officer of the Navy or Air 
Force of the rank of Rear Admiral or Air Vice 
Marshal to be decided by the Chairman of the 

Chiefs of Staff Committee. 
3. Chief Secretary 

do . 


4. 2 Ex-service Officers residing in the State nominated Members 

by the Chiefs of Staff Committee 
5 . Persons not exceeding two taking interest in the wel do . 

fare of Ex -servicemen nominated by the State 

Government. 
The Secretary to the State Soldiers , Sailors & Airmen s Board shall be 
the Secretary to the State Managing Committee . The State Managing 
Committee shall have powers to co -opt any other persons as members but 
such co -opted members will have no right to vote . 

(7) Tenure :-(a ) When a person becomes a member of the State Manag . 
ing Committee by reasons of the office or appointment he holds, his member . 
ship will terminate when he ceases to hold such office or appointment. 

(b ) Subject to the preceding clause, the tenure for nominated members 
shall be two years. A member shall be eligible for re -appointment. 

(8 ) Application the Fund.- (i) Subject to the provisions of the Charitable 
Endowments Act 1890 , the State Managing Committee shall have the power 
to control and administer the Fund and to apply the same or any part 
thereof as they may consider conducive to the objects of the Funds provided 
that (a ) only loans shall be granted to Ex- Service Officers and their depen 
dents, (b ) the rate of interest for loans shall be the rate fixed by the State 
Government each year in respect of loans/advances sanctioned for is 
employees from the State Revenues , and (c) the Fund shall not be used to 
finance any scheme, the provision ofwhich is normally the responsibility of 
the State Governmen 

(ii) The State Managing Committee shall forward to the Central 
Managing Committee in February each year a statement giving a brief 
account of its activities during the year indicating the manner in which the 
funds have been spent on the objects of the Fund , the balance at the disposal 
of the Fund and the manner in which the assets of the Fund are proposed 
to be spent in the succeeding year . 

(iii) The State Managing Committee shall take the comments received 
from the CentralManaging Committee into consideration before finalising 
their proposals . 

(9 ) Conduct of Business : - The State Managing Committee mày meet for 
the conduct of business ,adjourn and otherwise regulate its meetings and 
proceedings as may be determined by the bye- laws. The quorum for a 
meeting of the Managing Committee shall be three members personally 
present at themeeting . A meeting of the Managing Committee at which a 
quorum is present shall be competent to exercise all or any of the functions of 
the Committee . Themeeting shall be presided over by the Chairman of the 
Managing Committee. In case he is not present in a meeting , the members 
present in person shall, before the commencement of the proceeding, elect 
the Chairman of the meeting . Every matter shall be determined by a 
majority of votes of themembers present and voting . The Secretary , unless 
he is also a member, shall have no right to vote . In case of equality of votes 


the matter shall be decided according to the casting vote of the Chairman of 
the Committee ormeeting, as the case may be. 

(10 ) , Framing B * aws :—The State Managing Committee shall make 
bye- laws förnhe detailed regulation, management and any other purpose 
connected vit s the execution of the Fund and the trusts thereof and may 
altet, vary or rescind the same from time to time. 

(11) Delegation of powers :—The State Managing Committee may delegate 
any of its powers to any Sub Committee formed from amongst its members 
for the purpose of running the day to day affairs of the Fund . 

( 12 ) Right to transfer the fund : The State Managing Committee shall 
have the right to transfer the fund or any part thereof to any other society or 
association established for the promotion of objects similar to the ubjects of 
the Fund provided that a prior approval of the State Government has been 
obtained in that regard . 

( 13 ) Members of the Managing Committee not entitled to remuneration : 
Members of the Managing Committee shallynot be entitled to any remune: 
ration . 

(14 ) Appointment of staf : -The office of the State Soldiers , Sailors and 
Airmen s Board shall provide the staff for the clerical work of the State 
Managing Committee . 

(15 ) Deposit and investment of moneys The State Managing Committee 
may invest the Moneys of the Fund in trustee securities as may be considered 
appropriate by them and then vest them in the Treasurer of Charitable 
Endowment for State. They may , however, keep somemoney in liquid cash 
for day to day requirements and deposit such moneys in one or more 
accounts at the State Bank of India its subsidiaries /District Treasuries or any 
Scheduled Bank the deposits in which , according to the last annual balance 
sheet are not less than Rs. 10 crores. 

( 16 ) Operation of Accounts :-The Accounts of the State Fund shall be 
operated jointly by the Chief Secretary to Government and the Secretary, 
State Soldier s, Sailors & Airmen s Board on behalf of the State Managing 
Committee. 

(17 ) Accounts and Audit :-Regular, accounts shall be kept of all moneys 
and properties belonging to the Fund and shall be audited by a firm of 
chartered accountants or any other recognised auditor as may be appointed 
by State Managing Comniittee for the State Fund . The Auditor shall also 
certify that the expenditure from the Fund has been correctly incurred in 
accordance with the objects of the Fund. 

( 18 ) Periodical Reports :--Annual Reports showing the schemes financed 
from the Fund, and the annual audited statement of accounts shall be 
rendered to the State Government by the Secretary to the State Managing 
Committee after the close of the financial year but not later than six months 
thereof.

ORDER 
According to a decision of the Zonal Ministerial Committee as approsed 
by the Southern Zonal Council in regard to the Safeguards for Linguistic 
Minorities, candidates belonging to linguistic minority groups should be given 
the option to take recruitment tests in their mother-tongue, whenever such 
tests, are conducted in the regional language of a State. According to this 
decision , selected candidates belonging to the linguistic minority groups 
should pass a test in the regional language, within the time prescribed 
therefor as a condition precedent to the completion of probation and 
confirmation . 

2. In the G. O. read as second paper above, Government have ordered 
that wherever recruitment tests are conducted in Malayalam option shall be 
given to all candidates to take the tests either in Tamil or in Kannada or in 
Hindi or in English also . Selected candidates who had taken their test in 
languages other than Malayalam will however on appointment be allowed to 
complete their probation only after passing a language test in Malayalam 
within the period of probation and if any person fails to pass the test within 
that period or extended period of probation he will be liable to be discharged 
from service as provided in General Rules 19(b ). It was also ordered that 
the standard to be fixed for the language test in Malayalam and the time 
limit for passing the language test would be issued separately. The question 
of prescribing a language test for the candidates belonging to the linguitstic 
minority groups who could be allowed to take the recruitment test in their 
mother tongue has been under the consideration of the Government. The 
Government after careful examination of the question , have decided that 
candidates who take the recruitment test in a language other than in 
Malayalam will be required to pass a language test in Malayalam as specified 
in the annexure, within a maximum period of four years from the date of 
appointment. In case where the persons concerned have to be on probation , 
passing of the test would be made a condition for completion of probation , 
their periods of probation , if necessary , being extended up to a period of four 
years . Such extension of probation would not entail postponement of 
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increment. If any candidate fails to pass the test within the period of four 
years from the date of appointment, he would be discharged fro.n service. 

The language test in Maļıyalam will be conducted only when recruit 
ment tests are conducted in Malayalam after the Official language is changed 
to Malayalam .

“ (c ) No Government servant shall raise any slogans or participate in 
any disorderly demonstrationsor otherwise engage himself in any other dis 
orderly conduct, within office premises or while on duty . 

(d ) No Government servant shall wear any badges, armbands or such 
other symbols having inscriptions or slogans which may offend the interests of 
the sovereignty and integrity of India, the security of the State, friendly rela 
tions with foreign states, public order, decency or morality or which may 
amount to contempt of court, defamation or incitement to an offence, strike 
or breach of discipline" .

ORDER 
In modification of the orders issued in the G.O. 
first cited , the Government issue the following order 
defining the constitution , jurisdiction , powers and 
functions of the Vigilance Commission in this State . 

2. The Vigilance Commission shall be called the 
Vigilance Commission, Kerala State (hereinafter 
referred to as the Commission ) and shall be headed 
by a full-time Officer designated as the Vigilance 
Commissioner . The Headquarters of the Commis 
sion shall be at Trivandrum . 

3. The Commission will be attached to the Home 
Department of the Secretariat for administrative 
purposes and its correspondence with the Govern 
ment shall normally be with the Home Department. 
But in the exercise of its powers and functions, the 
G 800 
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Commission will not be subordinate to any Depart 
ment and will have the samemeasure of independence 
and autonomy as the Kerala. Public Service Commis 
sion . 

4 . ( i) The word " corruption " wherever it is men 
tioned in this order will mean any misconduct which 
will attract Sections 161 or 165 of the Indian Penal 
Code or " Criminal Misconduct” as defined in the Pre 
vention of Corruption Act. 

( ii) The word “ Vigilance ” wherever it is men 
tioned in this order will mean the process and pro 
cedure of keeping watch against corruption , and 
maintaining integrity in administration . 
5. The Vigilance Commissioner 

(i) will be appointed by the Governor of the 
State ; 

(ii) will not be removed or suspended from 
Office except in the manner provided for the removal 
or suspension of the Chairman of the Kerala . Public 
Service Commission ; 

( iii) will hold office for a term of three years or 
till he attains the age of 62 whichever is earlier ; and 

(iv ) on ceasing to hold the Office of the Vigilance 
Commissioner, shall not accept any further employ 
ment under the Government of Kerala or accept any 
political public office in Kerala State . 

6. The Vigilance Commissioner will be responsible 
for the proper performance of the duties and respon 
sibilities assigned to the Commission and for gene 
rally co -ordinating the work of, and advising the 
departments in respect of all matters pertaining to 
" Vigilance. 

7. (i) The Vigilance Commission will have 
powers : 

( A ) to undertake an enquiry into any transac 
tion in which a Public Servant is suspected or alleg 
ed to have acted for an improper purpose or in a 
corrupt manner . 


Explanation. — The term Public Servant used 
in this order shall include all Government serv 
ants including members of an All India Service 
holding a post under the State Government and 
also any other category of Public Servants that 
may be brought by the Government within the 
jurisdiction of the Commission from time to 
time, but shall not include members of the Kerala 
Higher Judicial Service , Kerala State Judicial 
Service and Kerala Subordinate Judicial Service . 


( B ) to cause an enquiry or an investigation to 
bemade into any complaint ( a ) that a Pubilc Servant 
has exercised or refrained from exercising his powers 
for improper or corrupt puposes ; or ( b ) that a Public 
Servant is involved in corruption , misconduct or lack 
of integrity or other kinds of malpractices or mis 
demeanour . 

( C ) to call for reports, returns and statements 
from all departments so as to enable it to exercise 
a general check and supervision over the vigilance 
and anti -corruption work in the departments ; and 

( D ) to take over under its direct control such 
complaints, information or cases regarding Public 
Servants as it may consider necessary for further 
action which may be either ( a ) to ask the Director 
of Vigilance Investigation to register a regular case 
and investigate it ; or ( b ) to entrust the complaint, 
information or case to the Director of Vigilance 
Investigation for enquiry and report or to the Head 
of the Department concerned for similar action or 
disposal. 

(ii ) The Commision will not ordinarily entertain 
anonymous pseudonymous petitions. However , where 
the Commission considers that there is need for 
enquiry or investigation it may take action as pro 
vided in sub -paragraph (i) above, 


(iii) Complaints against Secretaries to Govern 
ment, Heads of Departments, Collectors or other All 
India Service Officers , should not be taken up by the 
Commission except when such complaints are refer 
red to the Commission by the Chief Secretary for 
enquiry or other action . In all cases involving other 
Gazetted Officers , the Commission may consult the 
concerned . Secretary to Government before taking 
further action . The opinion of the Secretary to Gov 
ernment in all such cases shall be furnished to the 
Commission within a period of 15 days from the date 
of receipt of the reference from the Commission. No 
action shall be taken by the Commission on any peti 
tion regarding the Chief Secretary to Government 
without the concurrence of the Chief Minister of the 
State . 

8. ( i) In all cases referred by the Commission to 
the Director of Vigilance Investigation for enquiry , 
the report of enquiry shall be forwarded by the 
Director to the Commission . The Commission on a 
consideration of the report and the relevant records 
will advise the Government regarding the further 
course of action . 

(ii) In cases referred by the Commission to a 
Head of the Department for report, the report of 
enquiry will be forwarded by the Head of the Depart 
ment to the Commission for its advice regarding the 
further course of auction . 

( iii) In all cases of corruption in which Govern 
ment have ordered the Director of Vigilance Investi 
gation to conduct an enquiry , the report of the Direc 
tor of Vigilance Investigation shall be forwarded by 
theGovernment with its own remarks to the Commis 
sion in case the Director of Vigilance Investigation 
recommends no further action or only departmental 
action ( as distinct from inquiry by the Tribunal for 
Disciplinary Proceedings) in the matter . 


(iv ) In cases enquired into by the Vigilance Divi 
sion , if an enquiry by the Tribunal for Disciplinary 
Proceedings is recommended by the Director of Vigi 
lance Investigation , the Commission shall be consulted 
before further action . 

( v ) In all cases in which the Government pro 
pose to order an enquiry by the Tribunal for Discipli 
nary Proceedings the Government shall consult the 
Commission before the matter is referred to the Tri 
bunal for Disciplinary Proceedings . 

( vi) The Director of Vigilance Investigation will 
forward the final reports, in all cases investigated by 
the Vigilance Division in which he considers that a 
prosecution should be launched , to the Government 
Through the Commission . The Commission , after 
examining the case , will advise the Government 
whether or not prosecution should be sanctioned . 

(vii ) The Government shall forward the reports 
of the Tribunal for Disciplinary Proceedings in all 
cases inquired into by the Tribunal with the Govern 
ment s provisional findings and remarks. The Com 
mission will return the reports to the Government 
with its advice regarding further action . 

( viii ) In cases referred to in ( vii ) above, if the 
written representation of the concerned accused 
officers has to be obtained after the Commission has 
given its advice , the Government shall once again 
consult the Commission with the Government s own 
remarks if on the basis of the written representation 
the Government consider that the advice already 
given by the Commission requires modification . 

( ix ) In cases of corruption relating to Gazetted 
Officers where action has been initiated and a preli 
minary enquiry has been conducted by a Depart 
mental Officer , the Head of the Department shall 
consult the Commission after such preliminary 
enquiry . The Commission , after conducting further 


inquiries if felt necessary , will thereupon give its 
advice to the Head of the Department. In such cases 
the report of the Inquiring Authority (under Rule 
15 (a ) of the Kerala Civil Services (Classification , 
Control and Appeal) Rules , on under Rule 6 ( a ) of 
the Kerala Police Departmental Inquiries, Punishment 
and Appeal Rules ) shall also be forwarded by the 
Head of the Department to the Commission for 
advice . 

( x ) In cases where punishments have been 
awarded by subordinate authorities after consulta 
tion with the Commission , the Appellate or Revisional 
Authority shall consult the Commission if in appeal, 
revision or review it is proposed to reduce , enhance 
or set aside the punishments . 

(xi) The Government may, in their discretion 
forward complaints of corruption received by them 
against any Government servant (except anony 
mous and pseudonymous complaints ) to the Commis 
sion for necessary action . 

9. (i) In any case where it appears that discre 
tionary powers have been exercised for an improper 
or corrupt. purpose the Commission will advise the 
Government regarding action that may be taken 
against the officer concerned . 

( ii) If it appears that the procedure or practice 
in any matter of administration is such as affords 
scope for or facilitates corruption or misconduct the 
Commission may advise that such procedure or prac 
tice be appropriately changed . 

( iii) The Commission may initiate at such inter 
vals as it considers suitable , review of the procedures 
and practices of administration in so far as they 
relate to the maintenance of integrity in administra 
tion . 

( iv ) The Commission may collect such statis 
tics and other information as may be necessary for 
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its work and it shall be the duty of all Departments 
to furnish the same to the Commission when called 
for. 

( v ) The Commission may obtain information 
about action taken on its recommendation . 
10 . 

The Commission will submit an annual report 
to the Government about its activities drawing parti 
cular attention to any recommendation made by it 
which has not been accepted or acted upon ; and a 
copy of the report together with a copy of the Memo 
randum explaining the reasons for non -acceptance of 
any recommendation of the Commission will be placed 
by the Government before the State Legislative 
Assembly . 

11. The Vigilance Officers in the various Depart 
ments will be appointed by the Government in con 
sultation with the Commission and no person whose 
appointment as the Vigilance Officer is objected to 
by the Commission will be so appointed . 

12 . The Commission will take the initiative in 
prosecuting persons who are found to have made false 
complaints of corruption or lack of integrity against 
Government servants . 

13. The Government may consult the Commission 
on any matter and it shall be the duty of the Com 
mission to offer advice on matters so referred . 

14 . Detailed procedural instructions for the work 
ing of the Commission will be issued by the Commis 
sion with the concurrence of the Government.

The question of preparing the integrated gradation lists of the High 
School language teachers of the Departmental Schools in the Travancore 
Cochin and Malabar areas has been under the consideration of Government 
for some time. At present there are separate lists of language teachers for 
Travancore area , Cochin area and Malabar area and then another list of 
language teachers appointed in Travancore-Cochin area after 1-7-1919 . 
Besides, there are High School language teachers of the erstwhile Malabar 
District Board and Municipal Schools and surrendered schools . Separate 
lists were being followed for purpose of promotions given so far, Govern 
ment have examined the feasibility of preparing an integrated list of language 
teachers of the Departmental schools as on 1-11-1956 for the entire State. 
The Director of Public Instruction states and Government agree that it 
would be very difficult to prepare such a list at this distance of time. The 
following orders are therefore issued . 

1. (i) The four branch lists ofDepartmental language teachers viz : 
Travancore, Cochin , Travancore- Cochin and Malabar branch lists will be 
continued as at present . 

(ii ) Language teachers of erstwhile Malabar District Board and 
Municipal Schools and surrendered schools will be integrated with the lists 
of the respective areas in which the schools are situated on the general prin . 
ciples laid down for integration . 

(iii). Graduate Language teachers will be included in the Graduate 
Teachers List and will not come into the Language teachers list. Such of 
the Graduate Language teachers who wish to continue in the Language 
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Teachers list itself for one reason or other will opt to do so within a period 
to be specified by the Director of Public Instruction . Others shall be in the 
Graduate Teachers list. 

2. The number of Ist grade posts for non -graduate language teachers 
for each area will be fixed with reference to the total number of High School 
language teachers in the area for each language (excluding those who have 
gone to the Graduate teachers list) and promotions will be given from the 
respective list concerned and from the Travancore-Cochin list in the Travan 
core -Cochin area when the separate Travancore and Cochin cadres are 
exhausted .

This is an Industrial Dispute between the Manager, M /s. W. A. Beard 
sell & Co. (P ) Ltd., Cochin , Wellingdon Island and the workmen of the 
above concern represented by the General Secretary, Cochin Commercial 
Employees Association , Cochin over the " dismissal of Miss D. Moreyra, 
Stenographer” referred to this Court for adjudication under Section 10(1)(C) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV cf 1947) by the Gov 
ernmen of Kerala in their Order, Health and Labour (H ) Department, 
G. 1. Rt. No. 2435 /64/HLD dated 31-7-1964. 

In pursuance of notice issued the parties put in their respective state 
ments. The Union examined Miss Moreyra , the dismissed stenographer as 
WW1, Sri K. J. Antony , a peon attached to Messrs A. V. Thomas & Co. as 
WW2, Sri V. v . Krishna Prabhu, accountant-cum -cashier attached to 
M /s. Beardseil and Co. as WW3, and Sri P. K. Chakrapani, the Secretary of 
the Cochin Commercial Employees Association as WW4, and filed Exts. WI 
to W13. The Management examined Sri K.N. Dinesan , clerk attached to 
Ceat Tyres Ltd., Wellingdon Island as EW1, and Sri M. D. Joseph , the 
Manager f the Beardsell and Co. as EW2 and filed Exts . El to E9. 

Miss Moreyra who was ar pointed as a junior stenographer on 26th 
March 1962 , was confirmed on 26th September 1962 . It is alleged that by 
the middle of 1963 she was becoming slack in her work , absenting from 
work without giving prior notice, losing interest in her work , becoming 
careless, wasting and misusing stationery , etc. In spite of directions given 
by the Management to her to rectify the defects, she showed no improve 
ment. An enquiry was therefore conducted against her, and shewas 
dismissed from service on 8th May 1964 . It is further alleged that on the 
same day on which Miss Moreyra was dismissed from service, her father 
trespassed into 

the office, assaulted and abused the Manager in filthy 
language . 

The case of the Union is that the allegations made by the Management 
are false and without boraſides, and that the enquiry alleged to have been 
conducted was in violation of all principles of natural justice , designed to get 
rid of Miss Moreyra from service. 

Today when the case came up for arguments, a memorandum of 
settlement has been submitted by the parties to the above dispute to the 
effect that the dispute has been fully and finally settled between the parti -s. 
The Management undertakes to reinstate Miss Moreyra with continuity of 
service within a week from today , and also to pay her an amount of 
Rs. 1,495 on an exgratia basis in full settlement of her claim for back wages.

This dispute between the parties above named has been referred for 
adjudication to this Tribunal by Government Order No. G. O. Rt. 
No. 4012 /64/HLD dated 15-12-1964 of the Health & Labour ( Depart 
ment of Government of Kerala . The only issue referred is " Additional 
bonus for the years 1961-62, 1962-63 and 1963-64” . 

The Union alleges that during the above said years the Company has 
made gigantic profits and that compared with that, the quantum offered to 
the employees as bonus and accepted by them under protest is very in . 
adequate. In the circumstances, the Union prays that an additional bonus 
of 4 months salary for each of the year in question may be ordered to be 
paid . 

TheManagement filed a written statement resisting the claim of the 
Union . They also contended that the proper parties have not been 
impleaded in the order of reference . On this latter contention , the 
Malankara Rubber Produce Co. Ltd. was impleaded as an additional party 
as per Order dated 6-5-1965 in C. M. P. 60/65 .

8. *** Holidays.-- Students shall be permitted to avail all Sundays, National 
and Religious Holidays.
